This week the University conservatory of music opened its regis
tration book, not only to citizens of Lineoia and Nebraska, but to all
United States. William Kimball who has “een chosen by the regents
of the university to fill the directorship is of New Englaad heritage.
Music was chosen as his life profession at the age of thirteen; in
1871 he went to Boston and took instructions from J. C. D, Parker
in harmony and G, D. Whiting in organ,  Later he graduated from
the Oberli 1) - vatory and then went to E irope where he pursued
his studies under Dre. Osear Paul and Carl Reinecke, kapell meister
and suceessor to Mendelssohn. A fterwards he bocame instructor at
Oberlin and before accepting his present position we find him at the
head of that prosperous institution. the lowa Conservatory of musie.
Martimus Sieveging, the head of the piano department, was born at
Amsterdam, Holland, in 1567, At the age of ten vears he wus sent
to Leipsic where for eight years he studied piano under the famous
Julius Rontgen. He followed this with a six years eourse of compo
sition unuder Fraus Coenen, of Holland.,  Young Sieveking then went
to Paris where he composed a suite for an orchestra and was honor-
ed by having it played by the famous Lamourenx orchestra,  He
made a eoncert tour of nearly all the Eurapean conntries and travel.
ed two years in lreland and Scotland with Adelina Patti. He also
made two tours with Edward Lloyd the English tenor; one wit's
Madame Valleria and one with Made Sterling.  He came over to
America last year at the end of the fair and has maide a most sue-
cessful debut at the Bendix quartet recitals. T have in mind at pre-
sent many Hlattering press notices that he has< reccived from such
journals as the Paris Figaro, New York Musie ol Convier, Chicago
Inter-Ocean, Post, Times, ote.  John Randolpii principal of the
voice department, is a native of Danville, Ky. He was for years con-
nected with the New Eagland conservatory, and sang in the quar-
tette choir in one of Boston’s most prominent churches. He was a
private pupil of George 1. Osgood, the eminent voice builder and
eoniductor; and later he studied with the best feachers of New York
and Cincianati. August Hagenow will have charge of the violin de-
partment and D. F. Easterday the vand. both of whow are too well
known to Lincoln people to warrant a biographical description.
